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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 4-9 and 13-18 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper 
form because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple 
dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, these claims have not been 
further treated on the merits. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-3 and 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hagenbuch, newly cited. 

Hagenbuch shows a remotely accessible combination weighing apparatus that 
includes a weighing machine 351 I figure 27 and on board weighing devices 49 in figure 
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3, a weighing machine control portion in the form of a processor 101 in figure 27 and 
shown in figures 3 and 12, for setting an operating condition of the weighing machine 
through the operation of keypad 122 in figure 12 and logging an operating state of the 
weighing machine (historical data, col. 35, lines 13 et seq., as well as col. 6; and a 
communication device 150 figure 3 for transmitting and receiving electronic information 
including setting information and log information. 

The artisan recognizes and clearly equates the claimed log information with the 
Hagenbuch's historical data and the setting information with the keypad or any 
conventional programming device for changing the operating characteristics of the 
processing device or computer such that data from the weighing apparatus are 
analyzed in the manner set by the keypad. 

Such is only conventional programming or configuring of the conventional 
processor. 

The use of LAN and WAN technologies are conventional tools employed in 
communication of information. 

It is noted the Hagenbuch dose not suggest the use pf LAN and WAN networks. 

It is not necessary that a reference suggest all the improvements the applicants 
have made. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to employ 
conventional LAN and WAN technologies in the communication system of Hagenbush 
because such technologies are well known and the use of such at the time of this 
invention is common and would not involve patentable invention. 
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The recited modem, terminal adapter and router are all conventional elements 
associated with LAN and WAN networks. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims at issue have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Tarter, O'Dea, and Schurr are cited as showing remote download 
of weight data over communication mediums.
